You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  School  Auditorium  in  said 
Andover  on  Tuesday,  the  Eleventh  day  of  March,  next  at  one  of  the 
clock  in  the  afternoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1 .  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  its  system  of  highway 
management  by  having  the  Selectmen  appoint  a  full-time  road  agent, 
beginning  January  1,  1970. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  Budget  as  submitted 
by  the  Budget  Committee. 

4.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  Town  Budget. 

5.  To  raise  and/or  appropriate  the  sum  of  seven  thousand 
($7,000.00)  dollars  for  the  purchase  of  a  truck  of  a  capacity  to  do 
the  work  of  Town  road  maintenance  and  plowing  of  roads. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  proposed  Trailer 
and  Mobilehome  Ordinance  as  recommended  by  the  Planning  Board 
and  Selectmen. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  five 
hundred  dollars  ($500.00)  for  janitorial  services  when  the  gym  is  in 
use  by  any  youth  non-profit  organization  (such  as  Girl  Scouts,  Boy 
Scouts,  etc.).  (By  petition) 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  take  the  necessary  action  to 
enable  the  Town  to  take  and  hold  the  property  and  assets  of  the 
Andover  cemetery  Association  or  its  successor,  including  the 
property  known  as  the  Proctor  Cemetery,  and  to  receive,  administer 
and  maintain  them  and  any  additions  thereto,  together  with  any 
funds  received  from  the  John  Proctor  Trust.

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  sell,  at  a  fair  market  value,  to 
Bryant  Adams  the  land  and  brick  building  located  between  the  fire 
station  and  the  dam  at  the  outlet  of  Highland  Lake. 

1 1 .  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  from  Michael  Ottati  and 
John  Jurta,  Jr.,  a  parcel  of  land  of  approximately  ten  acres,  located 
on  Andover  Plains,  to  be  used  as  a  Town  recreation  field. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  taxes.

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PROPOSED  TRAILER  ORDINANCE 

a.  The  use  of  land  for  the  accommodation  of  trailers  and/or 
mobilehomes  is  prohibited,  except  as  provided  below  in  this  Article. 
However,  any  property  owner  or  lessee  may  accommodate  one 
trailer  of  a  non-paying  guest  for  a  period  not  exceeding  ninety  (90) 
days  in  any  one  year. 

b.  The  above  appUes  only  to  trailers  and/or  mobilehomes  utihzed 
for  residential  purposes,  and  is  not  intended  to  cover  single  trailers 
and/or  mobilehomes  owned  by  residents  and  stored  or  parked  during 
periods  of  non-use  on  the  premises  of  the  owner. 

c.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  may  approve  the  temporary  use  of  a 
trailer  or  mobilehome  to  be  maintained  as  living  quarters  by  a  person 
employed  in  adjoining  construction  work  or  for  whom  a  residence  is 
being  built,  or  as  an  office,  storeroom  or  shop  in  connection  with 
construction  work,  provided  that  such  use  is  shown  to  be  a 
temporary  expedient  and  also  that  the  use  will  conform  with  sanitary 
protection  requirements. 

d.  The  aforesaid  ordinance  shall  not  apply  to  trailers  and/or 
mobilehomes  already  situated  in  Andover  providing  they  remain  at 
their  present  location,  or  existing  trailer  parks  as  long  as  they  remain 
within  their  present  boundaries. 

e.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 
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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

This  Board  was  unfortunate  enough  to  have  served  when  the  tax 
structure  had  to  be  overhauled  completely  as  the  assessments  were 
far  below  the  one  hundred  percent  recommended  by  the  Tax 
Commission.  Most  taxpayers  realized  that  this  work  had  to  be  done; 
therefore,  complaints  were  at  a  minimum.  We  now  feel  that  we  have 
reached  a  levehng-off  point.  We  do,  however,  expect  some  changes  in 
1969.  Another  $20,000  worth  of  assessments  will  be  lost  from  the 
New  England  Power  Co.,  as  the  substation  will  be  torn  down  by 
April  1 . 

There  have  been  a  great  many  real  estate  transfers  this  past  year. 
These  sales  have  indicated  that  the  property  values  have  continued  to 
climb.  One  of  these  we  feel  would  be  of  interest,  as  it  is  way  out  of 
line.  The  property,  consisting  of  about  150  acres  of  land  and  a  small 
cape  house,  was  assessed  for  $1 1 ,500  and  sold  for  $40,000.  This  will 
have  some  effect  on  our  valuation,  but  we  would  not  be  justified  in 
bringing  this  property  up  to  the  seUing  price,  as  we  would  have  to 
have  more  than  one  sale  of  this  type  in  order  to  do  this. 

This  Board  worked  long  hours  separating  the  land  from  the 
buildings  as  required  by  the  Tax  Commission,  and  we  could  say  that 
this  accounts  in  some  measure  for  the  increase  in  Town  Officers' 
Salaries.

ROAD  AGENT 

This  Board  still  feels  that  our  Highway  Department  is  not 
operating  efficiently  and  is  not  filling  the  needs  of  the  Town.  We  feel 
that  it  would  be  to  your  advantage  to  appoint,  instead  of  elect,  a 
road  agent,  creating  a  Department  of  Public  Works  and  Highways  to 
be  under  his  care.  This  department  would  also  include  cemeteries, 
beach,  dump,  the  island  at  Highland  Lake,  and  any  other  public 
faciUties  the  Town  may  acquire.  We  would  recommend  that  one 
full-time  assistant  be  hired.  The  road  agent  would  work  with 
town-owned  equipment,  and  would  be  required  to  keep  it  in  good 
working  order. 
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Under  the  present  system  any  elected  road  agent  is  in  the 
equipment  rental  business,  and  his  primary  interest  is  in  keeping  his 
equipment  working,  rather  than  the  condition  of  the  highways. 

HIGHLAND  LAKE  BEACH 

After  receiving  two  letters  from  the  State  Water  Pollution  Board 
relating  to  the  cleanliness  of  the  bath  house  and  the  beach  itself,  this 
Board  felt  that  it  was  time  to  give  the  beach  a  complete  overhaul. 
The  beach  was  bulldozed  completely,  a  new  drainage  pipe  was  laid, 
and  new  sand  was  trucked  in.  Used  telephone  poles  were  installed  for 
car  bumpers  at  the  parking  lot. 

We  have  applied  for  federal  funds  to  cover  half  this  expenditure. 
Last,  but  not  least,  we  have  been  informed  that  over  $500,000  has 
been  allotted  to  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  for  work  of  this  type, 
so  it  looks  as  if  we  will  get  our  new  bathhouse  this  summer. 

MOBILEHOMES 

This  Town  is  long  overdue  for  some  kind  of  regulation  controlUng 
trailers  and  mobilehomes.  A  great  many  people  think  that  zoning  is  a 
nasty  word,  but  they  will  find  that  if  they  don't  vote  into  law  some 
kind  of  control,  Andover  will  fill  up  with  trailers  and  mobilehomes 
that  are  unable  to  locate  in  surrounding  towns  that  already  have 
trailer  ordinances.  Home  owners  will  continue  to  carry  the  tax 
burden  of  the  entire  town.  Our  last  trailer  count  showed  that  they 
payed  an  average  of  $44.00  taxes  per  trailer.  Some  people  have 
indicated  that  trailer  parks  in  the  right  location  would  be  acceptable. 
Here  is  one  good  example:  at  a  trailer  park  in  a  nearby  town,  the 
school  bus  picks  up  forty  children.  This  Board  wants  it  clearly 
understood  that  they  are  not  against  children,  but  this  amount  of 
children  coming  from  one  small  piece  of  land  is  unfair  to  the  average 
property  owner. 

An  ordinance  has  been  placed  on  the  Town  Warrant  for  your 
consideration  that  will  protect  the  home  owner  as  well  as  the  existing 
trailers  and  trailer  parks  as  long  as  they  remain  within  their  present 
boundaries.  A  vote  for  this  ordinance  is  a  sure  way  to  keep  your 
taxes  down. 

TAUNTON  HILL  ROAD 
Our  Town  Road  Aid  funds  had  been  earmarked  for  one  mile  of 
Taunton  Hill  Road,  but,  through  a  generous  donation  of  $7,000  by 
an  Andover  taxpayer,  we  were  able  to  transfer  this  fund  to  finish  the 
lower  part  of  the  Beech  Hill  project.  Work  on  both  these  projects  will 
be  completed  this  spring.

Gentlemen: 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  annual  examination  and 
audit  of  the  Town  of  Andover  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December 
31,  1968,  which  was  made  by  this  Division  in  accordance  with  the 
vote  of  the  Town.  Exhibits  as  hereafter  listed  are  included  as  part  of 
the  report. 

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts  and 
records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector,  Town 
Clerk,  Andover  Public  Library,  William  Adams  Batchelder  Library 
and  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  —  December  31,  1967  —  December  31, 
1968:  (Exhibit  A-1) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31,  1967  and 
December  31,  1968  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-1.  As  indicated 
therein,  the  Surplus  increased  by  $963.90,  from  $19,156.77  to 
$20,120.67  in  1968.  Inasmuch  as  there  were  no  outstanding  long 
term  notes  or  bonds,  the  Balance  Sheet  Surplus  of  $20,120.67  also 
represented  the  Current  Surplus  (excess  of  total  assets  over  current 
liabilities)  on  December  31,  1968. 

Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition:  (Exhibit  A-2) 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  of  the  Town 
during  the  year  is  made  in  Exhibit  A-2,  with  the  factors  which  caused 
the  change  indicated  therein. 

Comparative  Statements  of  Appropriations  and  Expenditures  —  Esti- 
mated and  Actual  Revenues:  (Exhibits  A-3  &  A-4) 

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures,  esti- 
mated and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31, 
1968,  are  presented  in  Exhibits  A-3  and  A-4.  As  indicated  by  the

budget  summary  (Exhibit  A-4),  a  revenue  surplus  of  $3,144.89,  less  a 
net  overdraft  of  appropriations  of  $975.13,  resulted  in  a  net  budget 
surplus  of  $2,169.76. 

Summary  Statement  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:  (Exhibit  B-1) 

A  summary  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  December  31,  1968,  made  up  in  accordance  with  the 
uniform  classification  of  accounts,  is  included  in  Exhibit  B-1 .  Proof 
of  the  Treasurer's  Balance  as  of  December  31,  1968,  is  indicated  in 
Exhibit  B-2. 

Libraries:  (Exhibits  E-1  &  E-2) 

Statements  showing  the  activity  during  the  fiscal  year  in  the 
accounts  of  the  Andover  Public  Library  and  the  William  Adams 
Batchelder  Library,  are  included  in  Exhibits  E-1  and  E-2. 

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with  the 
custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were  examined 
and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  were  compared  with 
supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the  books  of 
record.  Receipts  were  checked  by  source  insofar  as  possible  and 
totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures  verified.  Book  balances  were 
verified  by  comparision  with  reconciled  bank  balances  made  from 
statements  submitted  by  depository  banks.  Verification  of  uncol- 
lected taxes  was  made  by  mailing  notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers  as 
indicated  by  the  Collector's  records.  The  amounts  of  uncollected  and 
unredeemed  taxes  as  indicated  in  this  report  are  therefore  subject  to 
any  changes  which  may  be  necessitated  by  the  return  of  verification 
notices. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS 

Overdraft  of  Appropriations: 

As  indicated  by  the  Budget  Summary  (Exhibit  A-4)  there  was  a 

net    overdraft    of   appropriations   in    the   amount    of   $975.13   as 

indicated  herewith: 

Overdrafts  of  Appropriations  $6,015.14 

Unexpended  Balances  of  Appropriations  5,040.01 

Net  Overdraft  of  Appropriations  $    975.13 

However,  it  may  be  explained  that  included  in  the  total 
appropriation  overdrafts  was  an  overdraft  of  $1,144.12  in  the 
"Overlay"  account.  The  amount  which  is  raised  for  "Overlay"  is 
determined    by    the    Selectmen    rather   than   voted   by   the   Town 
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Meeting,  so  that  it  is  not  actually  an  appropriation  account. 
Abatements,  discounts  and  refunds  are  charged  to  this  account. 
Therefore,  it  is  noted  that  with  the  elimination  of  this  item  of 
$1,144.12  from  the  overdrafts,  there  was  actually  a  net  unexpended 
balance  of  budgetary  appropriations  as  shown  herewith:

Capital  Reserve  Fund: 

The  $2,000.00  appropriation  voted  at  the  1968  Town  Meeting  for 
the  Lawrence  St.  Bridge  should  be  turned  over  to  the  Trustee  of 
Trust  Funds  as  provided  under  R.  S.  A.  35:10,  which  reads  as 
follows:  (in  part) 

"The  trustees  of  trust  funds  of  a  town  or  city  shall  have  custody 
of  any  capital  reserve  fund  of  a  town  ..." 

Tax  Sales: 

It  is  noted  that  as  of  December  31,  1968,  there  were  uncollected 
property  taxes  on  account  of  the  following  levies:

In  this  connection,  attention  is  called  to  the  law  which  requires 
that  all  real  estate  upon  which  there  is  delinquent  taxes  shall  be 
advertised  and  sold  at  a  Collector's  sale  before  the  date  on  which  the 
Town's  lien  expires,  i.  e.  —  one  year  from  October  1st  following  the 
date  of  assessment. 

Unredeemed  Taxes: 

As  of  December  31,1 968,  there  were  unredeemed  taxes  from  the 
tax  sales  on  account  of  the  tax  levies  of  1965  and  prior  years  as 
follows: 

Levy  of  1965  $104.28 

Levy  of  1964  77.47 

Levy  of  1962  35.43 
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Inasmuch  as  the  two  year  period  provided  by  law  in  which 
redemptions  from  tax  sales  may  be  made  has  expired  on  all  of  these 
unredeemed  taxes,  the  Tax  Collector  should  deed  all  of  the 
properties  represented  by  these  unredeemed  tax  liens  to  the  Town. 

Interest  on  Delinquent  Taxes: 

The  statutes  require  that  interest  and  costs  be  collected  on  all 
taxes  paid  after  December  1st  unless  abated  by  the  Selectmen. 

Conclusion: 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  184,  of  the  Laws  of  1955,  require  that 
this  report  or  the  summary  of  findings  and  recommendations  (letter 
of  transmittal)  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual  report  of  the 
Town.

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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  &  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

People  cause  fires.  Our  records  show  that  the  number  of  fires 
increase  in  an  area  as  the  population  increases  and  our  state  is 
growing  tremendously.  This  means  that  we  all  must  be  aware  of  fire 
causes  and  do  our  best  to  prevent  their  occurrence. 

When  we  are  very  young  the  lighted  matches  is  an  adventure, 
burnt  fingers  and  a  dropped  match  is  another  fire.  A  little  older  we 
like  to  have  a  woodland  cookout,  or  go  out  by  ourselves  for  a  smoke 
but  fire  and  forests  get  together  for  another  statistic.  We  adults  like 
to  clean  up  in  the  spring,  burn  the  old  debris  and  the  dead  grass, 
result  —  escaped  fires  and  much  personal  expense. 

With  new  homes  and  summer  cottages  located  in  woodlands  and 
with  abandoned  fields  and  forests  crowding  the  back  yard  of  our 
villages'  streets,  it  is  necessary  that  everyone  be  aware  all  through  the 
fire  season,  which  comes  with  the  disappearance  of  the  snow,  of  the 
need  to  be  careful  with  outdoor  fires  and  fire  sources. 

The  following  action  will  help: 

1 .  To  teach  our  children  the  danger  of  lighted  matches. 

2.  To    never   discard    hghted    smoking    material   from   a   car  or 

while  walking  through  fields  or  woods. 

3.  To  safely  dispose  of  rubbish  preferably  at  the  town  dump.  If 
you  must  bum  — 

a.  You  need  a  written  permit  from  the  town  fire  warden  for 
all  debris  burning  except  when  the  ground  is  covered  with 
snow.  Cooking  fires  in  outdoor  fireplaces  or  in  charcoal 
brasiers  in  your  own  back  yard  is  permitted  on  notification 
of  the  warden. 

b.  The  warden  is  forbidden  by  regulation  to  allow  burning  of 
household  rubbish  on  grass  by  householders  between  9:00 
A.M.  and  5:00  P.  M. 

c.  Have  equipment  on  hand  to  control  the  fire  before  you 
light  the  match. 

4.  Promptly  report  any  fire  out  of  control  to  your  fire  warden  or 
fire  department. 

Help  to  keep  our  town  out  of  the  fire  occurrence  column  and  save 
your  tax  dollars  for  useful  purposes.

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ANDOVER  RESCUE  SQUAD 

Dec.  15,  1967  -Dec.  15,  1968 

The  greatest  service  rendered  by  the  Rescue  Squad  during  the  past 
year  has  been  the  transportation  of  the  sick,  injured  and  elderly  to 
the  local  hospitals  of  their  choice.  Squad  members  also  answered 
seven  emergency  calls  where  transportation  was  either  not  needed  or 
was  refused. 

In  other  phases  of  rescue  work  an  auxihary  outdoor  unit  is  being 
organized  and  equipped  this  winter  at  Andover  to  meet  any 
emergencies,  such  as  hunting  or  snowmobile  accidents,  which  may 
occur  in  the  woods  or  other  offliighway  locations,  and  another  unit 
is  planned  for  water  rescue  next  summer. 

During  the  year  the  ambulance  made  twenty-five  trips  to  New 
London  Hospital,  fifteen  to  FrankUn  General,  and  one  each  to  the 
Elhott  in  Manchester  and  the  Mary  Hitchcock  in  Hanover.  Four 
other  trips  were  made  to  hospitals  in  members'  private  automobiles. 

Of  the  forty-seven  patients  transported  nine  were  victims  of 
automobile  accidents,  eight  of  other  accidents,  and  thirty  involved 
the  sick  or  elderly.  Thirty-six  were  Andover  residents  and  eleven 
were  non-residents. 

While  all  members  of  the  squad  have  taken  part  in  rescue  work  at 
one  time  or  another,  particular  credit  is  due  Capt.  Carl  Meier  and 
Monroe  Haley,  each  having  served  over  twenty-five  times  on 
ambulance  calls. 

A  recent  problem  of  winter  housing  for  the  ambulance  was  solved 
with  the  co-operation  of  the  East  Andover  Fire  Department  by 
converting  the  third  stall  at  its  fire  station  into  an  ambulance  garage 
by  installing  an  overhead  door.

These  expenditures  were  met  in  part  by  the  $300  town  appropria- 
tion, and  the  balance  by  private  contributions.  All  money  earned  by 
the  squad  members  on  July  4th  and  thru  the  sale  of  fire 
extinguishers,  and  all  private  contributions  not  required  to  meet 
current  expenses,  have  been  placed  at  interest  to  handle  future  major 
ambulance  repairs  and  hopefully  to  build  up  a  reserve  fund  for  its 
eventual  replacement.  We  must  face  this  possibility,  as  our  ambu- 
lance saw  much  rugged  service  before  coming  to  Andover. 

We  wish  to  thank  our  fellow  citizens  and  seasonal  residents,  the 
Andover  Service  Club,  and  the  Proctor  Academy  Student  Council  for 
their  generous  financial  aid  and  other  support  of  our  work.

The  administrative  personnel  of  our  two  libraries  in  1968  has 
remained  the  same  as  during  the  previous  year,  except  for  one 
exchange  of  duties.  Mrs.  Shirley  Keyser  resigned  as  librarian  at  the 
William  Adams  Bachelder  Library  because  of  a  conflict  with  her 
teaching  schedule,  but  agreed  to  serve  out  the  year  as  a  library 
trustee.  Mrs.  Pauline  Richards  resigned  as  a  trustee  to  succeed  her  as 
librarian. 

At  the  coming  town  meeting  it  will  be  necessary  to  elect  one 
trustee  for  a  two-year  term  and  two  for  three-year  terms. 

Meetings  of  the  trustees  are  held  monthly  on  each  third  Thursday 
evening,  alternating  between  the  two  hbraries,  and  are  open  to  any 
who  wish  to  attend.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Andover: 

The  State  testing  program  for  elementary  pupils  has  been 
expanded  to  include  pupils  in  grades  two,  four  and  six,  in  addition  to 
members  of  grade  eight  who  were  previously  eligible  for  this  service. 

This  is  a  rather  complete  program,  including  tests  of  intelligence 
and  achievement.  The  expanded  program  is  to  be  financed  entirely 
from  State  and  Federal  funds.  It  is  expected  that  a  portion  of  the 
money  available  will  be  used  to  process  test  results  and  make  various 
forms  of  information  about  each  pupil  available  to  the  schools 
participating  in  the  program. 

Such  additional  information  and  material  regarding  each  pupil 
tested  can  be  of  significant  value  to  the  district,  as  it  will  enable 
teachers  and  administrators  to  make  a  more  complete  evaluation  of 
instruction  and  will  make  possible  more  effective  guidance  as  the 
pupil  enters  the  secondary  schools  of  the  area. 

This  is  a  form  of  direct  assistance  to  the  elementary  schools  of  the 
State,  and  represents  a  type  of  aid  which  can  do  much  to  improve 
instruction  for  all  children  by  providing  valuable  additional  informa- 
tion and  assistance  to  the  teachers  of  our  schools. 

Our  school  district  welcomes  this  type  of  service,  and  we  hope 
that  the  program  may  be  continued  over  the  years. 

The  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act  of  1965  makes 
funds  available  for  school  assistance  to  those  pupils  having  special 
needs.  It  is  expected  that  our  school  will  develop  such  a  project  for 
the  next  school  year.

From  March-June  1968,  Evelyn  G.  Haight,  R.  N.  accomplished  the 
following  school  programs. 

May  —  Pre-school  examinations  were  completed  by  Dr.  Emile 
BoselU  for  25  first  graders. 

June  8  —  A  pre-school  vision  screening  clinic  was  held  for  17 
children  between  the  ages  of  3-6  years.  Members  of  the  N.  H.  State 
Public  Health  Division  helped  with  this  program  to  check  for  eye 
muscle  imbalance  (Amblyopia)  in  pre-schoolers. 

In  September,  Margaret  F.  Fenton,  R.  N.  became  the  new  school 
nurse  when  Mrs.  Haight  moved  out  of  state. 

October  29  and  30  -  Dr.  BoseUi  gave  physical  examinations  to  61 
pupils  in  grades  3,  5  and  7. 

December  10  —  A  dental  program  was  given  to  the  3rd  grade,  who 
also  received  new  tooth  brushes. 

January  and  February  —  Eye  and  ear  tests,  weights  and  heights 
were  finished  on  173  students. 

February  18  — A  personal  hygiene  film  and  talk  was  made 
available  to  all  girls  in  grades  5  thru  8 . 

We  appreciate  all  Dr.  BoseUi  has  contributed  to  the  school  health 
faciUties,  and  also  thank  the  Andover  Nursing  Committee  for  their 
help  with  examinations  and  clinics  and  for  sponsoring  needy  students 
in  the  hot  lunch  program.  We  are  grateful  to  the  Andover  Lions  Club 
for  helping  with  the  Eye  Screening  chnic  and  for  providing  glasses  for 
pupils  when  necessary. 

The  Andover  Rescue  Squad  was  also  most  helpful  in  transporting  a 
child  to  a  hospital  appointment,  and  we  thank  them.
